The motion to defer was 
passed 36 to 16 after figures were 
cited showing the cost for the pay- 
ment of the first instalment for each 
city, town and village in the county. 


The principal of $38.000 plus in- 


terest payment for 1941 would be a 
total of $45,320, it ivas pointed out, 
and on the basis of an asssessed 
valuation, of $104,624,105, the cost 
per $1,000 would be 43 1-3 cents. 


Supervisors expressed the wish to 


contact their constituents with the 
figures to see whether there would 
be 
a change in attitude toward 


building a new courthouse before 
voting.

Hitler's triumph at Munich, I sat in 
the great sports palace in Berlin 
and heard the nazi chieftain deliv- 
er his ultimatum to Czecho-Slovakia 
for the return of German Sudeten- 
land—an ultimatum emphasized by 
the rumble of gun-carriages and the 
beat of marching feet. 


But while he demanded that the 


Germans and their lands be given 
back to the reich, he emphatically 
laid it down as a policy that "we do 
not wish at all to have other nation- 
alities among us." Pursuant to that 
declaration, he added for the spe- 
cial benelit of British 
Premier 


sealed the pact and his "guarantee" 
to Chamberlain by entry into Su- 
detenland over flower-strewn roads.

Soviet Can Give Little

The most likely explanation 'of 


Russia's pact with Germany is that 
Stalin is using the present > Euro- 
pean war to further the Russian 
aim ol world revolution. Dr. Ethan 
Colton, world traveler and author, 
said in a talk at an Appleton Y. 
, M. C. A. forum last night. 


Dr. Colton declared that because 


the "weak spots in Russian resourc- 
es coincide with Germany's great- 
est needs," the Soviet cannot give 
the Nazis as great material help 
as it might appear. These "weak 
spots'' he described as coal, oil, and 
transportation. 


Furthermore, Dr. , Colton said, 


many authorities believe that the 
Russian army would stand little 
chance against the German forces 
and that here again is another rea- 
son for Stalin's willingness to sign 
a non»aggression pact. 


Two other possible explanations 


are that (1) Stalin and Hitler have 
come to believe that the Germans 
and Russians belong together, ec- 
onomically and militaristically. and 
(2) that Stalin means to help Hit- 
ler win the war. Neither oi these, 
the lecturer said, seem as reasonable 
as a Soviet move to strength its 
Lope of world revolution.

cies. Dr. Colton said the outcome 
of the present conflict hinges on 
•whether Germany can break the 
English blockade. "If Germany can 
break the blockade, I think they 
can't be beaten," he remarked.

and that this is fortunate. 


"America has a responsibility be- 


yond the saving of, its skin. If that's 
all we want to do that's all \ve will 
have left—skin," he said. 


Dr. Colton said that although the 


Germans were surprised and "I sus- 
pect they were shocked" at the ad- 
vent of a general European war. 
"they will see it through, don't 
rou worry." He commented on ths 
"constructive" side of the present 
Nazi regime as being the remarka- 
ble manner in which Hitler and oth- 
er leaders have put the people to 
work. 


"Germans have one fatal weak- 


ness," Dr. Colton said. "They let 
themselves be easily persuaded of 
their superiority over other peo- 
ples and this leads them frequent- 
ly to disregard the rights of oth- 
ers." 


He said that in the present sit- 


uation, the Germans "apart from 
food" are not badly off. Germany, 
however, because it has been on 
a semi-war basis since J933, "can t 
take what it did in 1914." 


The foreign policy of England. 


though it pursues a circuitous 
course and "muddles 
through,' 


nevertheless always winds up to 
England's advantage, the lecturer 
said. "You're not dealing with a be- 
nevolent society when you're deal- 
ing with England." 


Fleet Holds Fate 


England's fleet holds the fate of 


the empire, he asserted, and the 
"empire is relying on the navy 
to do the job." He classified as an 
outstanding factor in the present 
conflict and one which has been 
generally overlooked the loyalty of 
the English people. "Remember," 
he said, "the English people forced 
the government into the war." Had 
not Prime Minister Chamberlaia 
Declared war -on that Sunday morn- 
ing meeting of parliament, he would 
have been forced to resign, Colton 
said. 


France, he said, plays a second- 


ary part in the war, but will stand 
steadfast by England, knowing she 
can't deal with Germany single 
handedly. The French army, he toU 
his listeners, is the finest in Europe 
and can muster twice as many 
trained men as Germany. 


Speaking of smaller nations, he 


said that the relations between the 
Czechs and Poles "was never good"' 
and that the Poles committed four 
acts of aggression against 
their 


neighbors after the World war. The 
problem of what to do with the 
small countries in middle Europe id 
the most complex in international 
affairs. Ultimately he expects they 
all will "fall within the orbit of 
Gome strong nation." 


The question America must face 


is whether she can do the most by 
being a neutral or a combatant Ei- 
ther America must stay clear out. or 
if we participate, we "must go clear 
in," he said.

Keports that an effort will be made 


in the nest session of Congress to up tHe 
statutory limit on the national debt, fixed 
at 45 billion dollars 17 years ago, need 
be considered in relation to requirements 
of national defense Proponents of the 
idea say that with the debt now standing 
at $41,000,000,000 the increase would be 
justified by the needs of adequate pre- 
paredness for war. 


But, an increase in the national debt 


would not strengthen our national de- 
fenses. It would weaken them. Pre- 
paredness means not alone a strong army 
and navy but also a strong treasury. 


Only the other day in Chicago, Dr. 


Roswell MagiU, who canrot very well be 
accused of partisanship since he was se- 
lected by t.iis administration as under- 
secretary of tne treasury, said that com- 
pared to 1914 we are, financially, m a 
"precariously weakened 
position" He 


pointed out tnat the interest payments 
of $926,000,000 on the present national debt 
exceed total expenditures for 1915 And 
in 1913 the per capita debt was $5928 
while in 1933 it has reached $432 65, seven 
times greater. 


When the World War broke out v.e 


were unprepared in a military sense, but 
we were strong financially. 
Today -we 


may be better prepared in a military 
sense, but we most certainly are much 
weaker financially. 


Dollars are needed to keep an army m 


the field and a navy on the seas. If'the 
treasury is not strong enough to support 
the military, the whole national defense 
collapses. 


A debt ridden nation is far easier prey 


than one -whose financial resources have 
not been bled white.

HULL AGAIN TO THE RESCUE 
The able and honorable Secretary of 


State has again sa\ed the Administration 
from supporting a clever, much too clever 
idea that was bound to develop forceful 
resentment among the people. 


It was the President's notion, after 


Congress prohibited our steamers from ap- 
proaching certain areas, to approve the 
transfer of these boats to Panama reg- 
istry, giving them a home in one of the 
smallest nations with one of the weakest 
flags on the earth. The very idea brought 
forth hot opposition from Mr. HulL And 
in that very controversy, as in several 
others that might be cited, we have a view 
of a statesman and a politician in oppo- 
sition.

SHADOW BOXING 


The war on the western front thus 


far has produced little more than patrol 
contacts and spasmodic artillery exchang- 
es, leading Senator Borah 
to 
call it 


"phony" while the Fiench refer to it as an 
"abstract war" and Hugh R. Gibson thinks 
it a "curious war." 


However, this kind of shadow boxing 


on a grand scale is not without precedent 
in history. In fact, once it was the cus- 
tom to do much mobilizing and maneuver- 
ing, and very little fighting. Among the 
most notable exponents of this kind of a 
war were the Condottieri, those profes- 
sional Italian soldiers of the 13th, 14th, 
and 15th centuries. It was their practice 
to line up huge armies, maneuver, bring 
up reserves with great fanfare, lay in 
stores and go through all the motions 
which would be preliminary to a great 
battle. Then, after a time, the chieftains 
of the opposing armies would get to- 
gether, estimate each other's strength and 
position, and make a peace on the basis 
of which side would be most likely to win 
if they actually fought. 


The Chinese also are recorded as hav- 


ing followed this procedure in the past. 
They even eliminated some of the man- 
euvering, simply sitting down together 
and counting the number of soldiers, arms, 
and so on that each side could mobilize. 
They would decide which side would win 
if they fought, make an agreement on 
that basis and avoid fighting. 


Unfortunately, neither side has given 


any indication yet of reviving the old cus- 
tom in full, but the longer large scale 
conflict is delayed the more chance there 
will be for peace negotiations being sal- 
vaged out of the pot. 


Theoretically this is supposed to be 


man's most enlightened civilization, but 
the ancient custom was a much more in- 
telligent way of treating war. It saved a 
great deal of money and many, many 
lives. "

On that occasion, when 
no picture was forthcoming, she flounced 
straight to the company's office and put on such 
a scene that they were very happy to return 
her money.

the poor babies " At the rate the ladies have been 
going for several years, all the babies must own 
yachts by now. Day after day and corner after 
corner, pedestrians are beset.

noses it would cost the average person a dollar 
a day easily.

New York—(.*>—Not more than 


six weeks to live. 
This is the medical verdict which 


has been the passport for most of 
those who have tried frozen sleep, 
the human hibernation experiment 
in biology and medicine. 


The passport of death was re- 


quired by the originators of frozen 
sleep. Doctors Temple Fay and 
Lawrence W. Smith of Philadelphia, 
who have done most of the experi- 
menting and who, since they started 
a year ago, have taught their tech- 
nique to well over 100 physicianas 
from all parts of the United States. 


The passport requirement sharp- 


ly limits exploration of the possi- 
bilities in hibernation, for those 
with six •Aeeks to live are mostly 
too far gone to react like a person 
who might still have a chance for 
life. 


Nevertheless in one of the speed- 
iest explorations in medical records, 
with more than a dozen large hos- 
pitals now quietly trying frozen 
sleep, some of the boundaries of 
cold as a remedy for disease are 
beginning to appear, and hiberna- 
tion has been used on other cases 
than cancer.

What cold is safe for humans in 


general is not known, since prob- 
ably fewer than 100 persons have 
been hibernated.

There may be others, but they have 
not been disclosed. Two men with 
narcotic addiction were freed com- 
pletely by five days' vhibernation. 
They had no painful after-symtoms. 
A woman psychotic, screaming ^ 
fighting, woke up fiom frozen, sleep 
of seven days, entirely sane. Her 
case, however, -was a special type 
of psychosis, which followed a sur- 
gical operation. It proves nothing 
about effects of cold on other men- 
tal troubles.

Even a light weight 
will go crashing through and aside 
from the unpleasantness of a wet- 
ting there may be real danger. 


The water may be deep and over 


the hiker's head or it may be so 
cold that combined •with icy blasts 
of wind it will give the luckless 
victim of a crash through a severe 
cold' or the much worse pneumonia 
which ail-too often follows. 


Air holes in the ice are hard to 


see on a gray, dark day and often 
are well concealed by snow on even 
bright days. They are pitfalls that 
must be avoided for safety's sake 


Fall and winter going in the north 


is also slippery going and an in- 
cautious step may result in a bad 
fall and a resultant broken bone or 
a bad sprain. Step even more care- 
fully in cold weather whan it is 
slippery than at any other time. 


Those who hike about may get 


overheated while they are walking 
and then sit down to rest. Unless 
they take good care to bundle up 
when at ease they are likely to get 
chilled. Many hate to carry more 
clothing than is comfortable when 
on a cross country jaunt and con- 
sequently 
have little protection 


when not in action. 


It is also just as easy to get lost 


in the winter and fall as any other 
time of year even though the foliage 
is not present. 
There are fewer 


people to come to the rescue with 
a search party and the cold makes 
getting lost more of a trial. 


Let someone know where you are 


going if you go out alone and don't 
take any chances on the ice Have 
a compass with you 
and know 


enough about where you are going 
to make the compass of some value.

No Excuse for Normal Child 


To be Backward in Spelling 


B¥ ANGEJLO PATKI 


Any normal-minded child can learn to spell, provided 'his vision and 


hearing are good. Children in the grades of elementary school are nor- 
mal-minded, and they can see and hear. Some of them do not spell simple 
words correctly, do not attempt to do so, and they carry that deficiency 
on to. and through, high school, even through college. That seems to Bie 
disgraceful. By disgraceful I mean that it indicates a habit of laxness, 
carelessness, sloppiness, that intelligent young people should be ashamed 
to admit. They can learn to spell and they should do so or be classed 
among the illiterate. And that form of illiteracy is a shadow on the effi- 
ciency of the schools. 


Such children should be grouped and given special attention until they 


understand that they have to spell words correctly. First their vision and 
hearing and speech power should be tested. If any one of these is de- 
ficient the child is handicapped and should be helped, not blamed. 


Once we are assured that there is no sound cause for the poor spelling, 


we teach it. The children are asked to watch the'teacher write each word 
on the board, v.-hile she spells out each letter; then as she writes the 
whole word, he pronounces it The group now writes the word, spelling 
it aloud as they do so. Then they

the home of Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow, was a large chestnut 
tree. When the poet went for a 
walk, he often passed the tree and 
sometimes stopped to 
watch a 


blacksmith whose shop was partly 
covered by the tree's branches. 


Longfellow with his daughter 
Edith, "with the Golden Hair." 
By and by, Longfellow wrote a 


poem about the tree and the black- 
smith. It has been read by mil- 
lions of children in school, and has 
been learned-by-heart by many of 
them. 


"The Village Blacksmith," starts | 


with the words, "Under a spreading 
chestnut tree, the village smithy 
stands." It is a short poem, with 
only eight stanzas and 48 lines but 
there is a swing to it which has 
made it popular. In one of the 
stanzas, we read: 
"And children coming home from 


school 


Look in at the open door; 


Tiiey love to see the flaming forge, 


And hear the bellows roar, 


And catch the burning sparks that 


fly 
lake chaff from 
a 
threshing 


floor." 


Another of Longfellow's poems 


sprang from a place even closer 
to hiiri—from his own home, which 
contained three little daughters. 
He called it "The Children's Hour." 
It is told in a charming way, and 
runs in part, like this; 
"I hear in the chamber above me 


The patter of little feet, 


The sound of a door that is opened, 


And voices soft and sweet, 


"From my study, I see in the lamp- 


light, 


Descending the broad hall stair. 


Grace Alice and Laughling Allegra, 


And Edith with golden hair. 


"A whisper and then a silence: 


Yet I know by their merry eyes 


They are plotting and planning 


together 


To take me by surprise." 
Among the longer 
poems of 


Longfellow is one called "The Song 
of Hiawatha." It was written to 
put into the form of poetry a num- 
ber of Indian legends. 


"The Song of Hiawatha" contains 


more than 4,000 lines. It was based 
largely on notes about Indian life 
made by a man named School- 
craft, who had visited a number of 
tribes in their own village. Long- 
fellow, however, seems to have ob- 
tained part of the material from 
an Ojibway chief who came to 
Cambridge and talked with the poet 
in his home.
